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Bypass: On track 
to start this year

ELY’S Southern Bypass has 
moved a major step closer with 
£16 million worth of funding now 
behind the scheme - and a pre¬ 
ferred bidder to design and build 
the road agreed. 

Members of Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s economy and 
environment committee agreed 
their preferred bidder for the 
project just days after the De¬ 
partment of Transport approved 
funding of £16 million for the 
new route. 

The preferred bidder cannot 
be named yet as there is still a 
legal procurement process to go 
through, but the authority says 
the decision takes the “vital con¬ 
gestion busting scheme a step 
closer to being started this year”. 

The county council says the 
bypass, which has been in the 
pipeline for more than a decade, 
will provide a “much needed by¬ 
pass of the Ely station area of the 
A142”, which is often blocked by 
lorries waiting to use the level 


crossing to avoid the low bridge. 

The authority says the new by¬ 
pass will also help to boost the 
local economy and provide a bet¬ 
ter transport link into East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

A spokesman said: “Currently 
the A142 carries 15,000 vehicles 
a day, of which 1,200 are lor¬ 
ries, and passes under the Ely to 
King’s Lynn railway line via a low 
bridge. 

“This means lorries and high 
sided vehicles have to stack up 
at the level crossing which will be 
closed for longer in the future as 
further rail services are added.” 

Cllr Ian Bates, chairman of the 
economy and environment com¬ 
mittee, said: “The committee’s

decision is good news for this 
much-needed scheme to tackle 
a congestion blighted area of Ely 
and help further boost the econ¬ 
omy of the city. 

“We have worked closely with 
the Government to make sure 
any necessary agreements are in 
place to allow release of the £16 
million Growth Deal Funding fol¬ 
lowing the committee decision. 

“This means we can have a 
smooth process and can appoint 
a contractor to start work on de¬ 
veloping the final engineering 
design immediately with poten¬ 
tially construction starting on 
site late in 2016.” 

Bosses say the rest of the fund¬ 
ing for the bypass is being pro¬ 


vided by the county council, 
Network Rail LER as well as East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
Community Infrastructure Levy 
receipts. 

Neil Darwin, chief executive of 
the Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough LER said: “Ely is a 
thriving city that has the poten¬ 
tial to grow even further, if the 
right infrastructure improve¬ 
ments are made. We look forward 
to working further with partners 
to ensure the swift delivery of this 
vital link.” 

MP Lucy Frazer said: “I have 
overseen great progress in the by¬ 
pass project since becoming MP 
for South East Cambs, and I’m 
very pleased by the announce¬ 
ment of the most recent devel¬ 
opments. It is clear that both the 
Department for Transport and 
the county council are working 
hard to keep to the projected 
timetable.”

Woman admits 
£100k thefts 


from employer 


A WOMAN has admitted 
abusing her colleagues’ trust 
by dishonestly taking about 
£100,000 from the doctor’s 
surgery where she worked as 
a practice manager. 

Yvonne Bartram, 54, over¬ 
paid herself significant sums 
of money while working at St 
George’s Medical Centre in 
Littleport. 

Mum-of-two Bartram, of 
Wisbech Road, Littleport, 
appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Monday. 
Having initially denied the 
offences, she changed her 
plea and pleaded guilty to all 
three counts of theft. 

During the prosecution, 
the court heard she betrayed 
the trust of doctors she had 
worked with to over-pay 
herself from the practice’s

funds, labelling the money 
as a “loan”. 

Between April 2007 and 
March 2008, she dishonestly 
took £28,511. Between April 
2008 and March 2009, she 
took £61,545 that she was 
not entitled to and, between 
April 2010 and November 
2010, she took a further 
£27,775. 

Prosecuting, Duncan 
O’Donnell said: “While she 
was in charge of the financ¬ 
es of the St George Medical 
Practice in Littleport, Bar¬ 
tram dishonestly diverted 
some £100,000 to herself. 
She pretended she was giv¬ 


ing herself loans. She did it 
without the doctors’ consent 
or even knowledge.” 

The court heard Bartram 
was in charge of all the prac¬ 
tice’s funds. 

Mr O’Donnell said the 
doctors there had known 
Bartram for years and that 
they “trusted her implicitly”. 
Often, the court heard, the 
doctors would sign off on ac¬ 
counts without checking the 
details. 

In a letter, Bartram said 
she “had always tried her 
best to act honestly” and 
that she had never intended 
to deceive the doctors. 

A further hearing is due to 
take place at crown court on 
Friday to determine what re¬ 
ports need to be completed 
prior to sentencing.

Bishops are 
'sickened' 
by attack 

THE Bishop of Ely says he is 
"sickened and shocked" by last 
week's tragic terrorist attack in 
Nice. 

In a joint statement posted on 
the Diocese of Ely website, the 
Rt Revd Stephen Conway, and 
the Bishop of Huntingdon, Rt 
Revd Dr David Thomson, said: 
"We are sickened and shocked 
by the terrorist attack in Nice, 
and urge our whole community 
to join with us in prayer for 
the bereaved and traumatised 
families there. 

"Already in this month alone, 
well over 800 people have been 
killed in attacks like this across 
the world from Bombay to Aden 
and Balad to Aleppo." 

They added: "We cry out to 
God in the words of our Lord's 
own prayer for the rule of justice 
to come and the will for peace to 
prevail. #PrayForNice." 

At least 84 people, including 
several children, died after a 
terrorist drove a truck through 
crowds celebrating Bastille Day 
in Nice. 

Eyewitnesses said the killer 
swerved from side to side to kill 
as many people as possible as 
he drove for hundreds of metres 
along the Promenade des Anglais 
on the seafront of the city on the 
French Riviera.

Thieves steal 
litter of pups

A SOHAM family are devas¬ 
tated after thieves stole their 
litter of Labrador puppies. 

Emma Haird, 27, and her 
mum, Hazel, occasionally 
breed litters of Labrador 
puppies to sell at their home 
on Orchard Row. 

Their latest litter, five fox 
red Labrador pups, eight 
weeks old and worth around 
£700 each, were stolen from 
their back garden last Friday. 

A Facebook appeal posted 
the same day to help find 
the puppies has now been 
shared more than 24,000 
times - but when the Ely 
News went to print, the litter 
was still missing. 

Emma said: “We think the 
puppies were stolen some¬ 
time between noon and 2pm 
on Friday. 

“My mum went out and in 
that space of time, whoever 
did this broke the back gate 
padlock to gain entry to the 
garden and kennel area. 

“There was also a padlock 
on the kennels which was 
broken off too - before the 


whole litter of puppies were 
taken. 

“We found the mum of 
the puppies running around 
outside; we think they may 
have tried to take her too but 
she put up a fight.” 

Emma, who has report¬ 
ed the theft to police, said: 
“These puppies, which are 
all microchipped, all had 
homes to go to and we are all 
devastated. 

“We’ve had to ring eve¬ 
ryone who bought a puppy 
and tell them what has hap¬ 
pened.” 

Emma also thanked eve¬ 
ryone who had shared the 
Facebook post and said the 
support her family has had 
after the incident has been 
“amazing”. 

She added: “To see that 


we have had thousands of 
shares on just one post is 
amazing; it makes you re¬ 
alise that people really care 
and there are good people in 
the world.” 

Three of the pups were 
male and two were female. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We would appeal to any¬ 
one who may have been 
in the area at the time and 
may have seen something to 
come forward. We are keen 
to reunite these puppies 
with their owner.”

Elderly man is 
victim of scam 


AN elderly man has been 
defrauded of over £1,000 
- sparking a fresh warning 
for residents to be vigilant 
against potential scams. 

East Cambs police are in¬ 
vestigating the incident and 
are urging people - mainly 
the elderly and/or vulner¬ 
able - to be on guard. 

Speaking on the Policing 
East Cambridgeshire Fa- 
cebook page, a spokesman 
said: “An elderly male has 
been contacted through a 
cold call and defrauded of 
over £1,000. 

“The scam operates on the 
basis of a stranger making 
contact with their victim of¬ 
fering a rebate on their mort¬ 
gage. 

“The offender will imper¬ 
sonate a bank or building 
society and suggest to the 
victim that they are eligible 
for a mortgage refund. 

“In this case the refund 
was said to be £8,000. 

“The victim was initially 
advised to attend a super¬ 
market and purchase iTunes 
vouchers, and then to call 
back a specified number to 
reveal the security codes to

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qualify. Subsequently the 
offender’ s ambitions esca¬ 
lated, and their demands in¬ 
creased to a transfer of £900 
in cash via MoneyGram ser¬ 
vice. 

“In such cases the offend¬ 
ers will stay engaged with 
the victim requesting more 
money, and more iTunes 
vouchers, until eventually 
the victim declines to par¬ 
ticipate. 

“In this case the victim re¬ 
alised after the money trans¬ 
fer had been made.” 

Detective Constable Nata¬ 
sha Doyle, who is investigat¬ 
ing the scam, is urging peo¬ 
ple to protect their elderly 
and/or vulnerable relatives 
and friends against scams. 

She said: “This is for the 
awareness of the elderly and 
vulnerable in most cases. 

“We ask you to speak to 
the people in your lives who 
might be targeted in this way. 

“You can help your friends 
and loved ones to avoid this 
type of crime. 


“This criminal approach 
is by no means unique and 
we are seeing a rise in such 
reports.” 

July is National Scams 
Awareness Month, an initia¬ 
tive by Citizens Advice. 

Telephone scams continue 
to be the most prolific type 
of scam with Action Fraud 
reporting that 33 per cent 
of scams take place over the 
phone followed by 16 per 
cent through online sales, 13 
per cent on email and 7 per 
cent by post. 

If people feel that they 
have been the target of a 
scam they can contact Citi¬ 
zens Advice on 03454 04 05 
06, report the scam to Ac¬ 
tion Fraud on 0300 123 2040 
and make friends and neigh¬ 
bours aware so that they do 
not become victims them¬ 
selves. 

They can also contact 
police by calling 101 or 
Crimestoppers, anonymous¬ 
ly, on 0800 555 111.

SO here's the deal... 

East Cambs District Council, a.k.a. Joe 
Public, pays for all costs associated 
with the car park plans and re¬ 
organisation until Planning Permission 
is granted for the Barton Road 
housing development and the land 
is transferred to the developer - the 
Council's own Trading Company. The 
Council Depot on Barton Road, next 
to the Youth Centre, will be the new 
Hotel private car park. 

The main car park provision at 
Barton Road is to be permanently 
reduced from 188 public spaces 
to 170 - best part of a 10% cut. 
Disabled provision is to be slashed 
by 50% to 2 spaces, in clear breach 
of the Government's own document 
DCAN11 - Access for People With 
Disabilites. And further pressure will 
be put on parking by introducing an 
unsympathetic housing development 
with no provision for affordable 
housing into a Conservation Area, 
which in turn will obliterate one of 
the most magnificent views of Ely 
Cathedral within the City. 

One 15 minute short-stay coach 
drop-off point in Barton Road Car 
Park is to be provided with no safe 
refuge for passengers to disembark. 
Coaches are to park out of town at 
Lancaster Way with no driver facilities 
at a cost to of £6.5k per annum to the 
developer until a permanent home 
can be found. But as the Trading 
Company's profits are to be ploughed 
back into the Council then we, as 
Council Tax payers, may ultimately 
see this cost fall on us if the Council 
have to increase taxes or cut services 
when it is unable to raise sufficient 
revenue from its enterprises. 

There will be no clear view of the 
proposed drop-off point for coach 
drivers until they enter the car park, 
by which time it will be too late to 
turn round. Result - gridlock and 
delays which threaten emergency 
access to the sheltered housing 
complex at Militia Way and deter 
visitors to our City.

Please reflect 
on the folly... 

COPY of a letter sent to East Cambs 
District Council: 

On Thursday 14th July, as I walked 
home from the town centre, I passed 
by four 57 seater coaches parked

The money from 
the development will be a one-off, 
whereas the income raised by visitors 
will be forever.

A FIRST responder has conquered 
a gruelling Ironman challenge - 
and raised funds for a cause close 
to her heart.

A S we delve further into the history of 
Glasswells, we now look at their further 
expansion and the Glasswells community 

spirit. 

In Saffron Walden there was further expansion 
in 1988 when Glasswells refurbished a storage 
building in King Street and George Street, 
turning it into a 1000 sq. ft. carpet shop. 

With the new shop front now on George 
Street, this effectively gave them a second town 
centre location, significantly increasing their 
presence. 

The main store was improved at the same 
time, replacing the King Street front and making 
significant interior alterations to improve 
furniture displays. 

A total of £50,000 was spent on 
improvements. 

the Saffron Walden shop has now been 
trading continuously for over 60 years and late 
in 2015 the shop was refurbished and updated 
again, bringing it in line with modern trends. 

Glasswells have always been proud of their 
community spirit and so in 1954 Jerry Glasswell 
offered by way of a token of appreciation 
for the support the local communities had 
provided: free tea and sugar at Christmas for all 
pensioners. 

Two pounds of sugar and a quarter of tea 
were first distributed in Bury St Edmunds, which 
was later extended to Haverhill, Saffron Walden 
and Stowmarket. 

To collect their free gift, all pensioners had 
to do was come to the store and present their 
pension books. 

They came in their thousands and Jerry was 
often seen chatting with customers who he soon 
regarded as friends. 

In 1975, he said: "I look forward to this as

a family occasion. I meet old customers, old 
friends and people I served with in the First 
World War". In that same year, the Bury Free 
Press newspaper reported that 750 pensioners 
were served in the first hour. 

Continuing on the theme of community spirit, 
one of Glasswells' core values is to sponsor local 
sporting clubs and events and staff are actively 
encouraged to think of ways to raise money for 
local charities and causes. 

In the next instalment, we will look at more 
recent times, bringing the Glasswells timeline up 
to date.

Digester plant 
is expanding 


PLANS to expand an anaer¬ 
obic digester plant near Ely 
have been given the green 
light - despite concerns 
from nearby residents. 

In April, bosses at Pro¬ 
duce Connection Ltd and 
Pretoria Energy Company 
Ltd applied to extend their 
anaerobic digester plant 
in Ely Road, Chittering, by 
building three more storage 
tanks. 

The companies said the 
extension is to “serve the 
current energy connection 
but additionally provide 
green energy for biogas lor¬ 
ries”. 

The proposals have been 
approved by East Cambs 
District Council’s planning 
committee, subject to con¬ 
ditions. 

In a statement, the com¬ 
panies’ agents said the 
extension would lead to 
“concentrated harvest 
movements” in the winter 
months “disappearing in 
their entirety” - something 
which has proved contro-

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versial among residents and 
motorists in the past. 

They said: “Energy pro¬ 
jects such as this are sup¬ 
ported by Government 
because they produce re¬ 
newable and carbon neutral 
sources of heat and power, 
whilst contributing towards 
a reduction in the genera¬ 
tion of greenhouse gases. 

“It has been demonstrat¬ 
ed that the proposal would 
have environmental and 
economic benefits due to 
the completion and success 
of the current anaerobic di¬ 
gester, as well as a reduction 
in mass transport move¬ 
ments by diesel fuelled ag¬ 
ricultural vehicles to that of 
gas powered lorries. 

“The concentrated har¬ 
vest movements in the win¬ 
ter months would disappear 
in their entirety.” 

The committee heard that 
residents in School Lane, 


Chittering, and nearby Lazy 
Otter Meadows had raised 
numerous concerns, includ¬ 
ing extra HGV traffic and 
noise from farm machinery. 

Some Lazy Otter Meadows 
residents said the area had 
become “inundated with 
noisy and slow moving farm 
vehicles and lorries at all 
hours of the day and night”. 

Others were worried 
about “increased conges¬ 
tion of traffic on the danger¬ 
ous junction of School Lane 
and the A10”. 

But senior planning of¬ 
ficer Julie Barrow, who rec¬ 
ommended that the plans 
were approved, said that “on 
balance there were no sig¬ 
nificant adverse effects that 
would outweigh the benefits 
of the proposal.” 

The companies also run 
anaerobic digester facilities 
in nearby Mepal.

EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council's plans to 
build new homes on Ely's 
Barton Road car park are the 
focus of a public exhibition 
this week.

Soham’s RBL 
honour for 
pilot Frederick 


A PILOT who died shortly 
before he was due to get 
married has been honoured 
in Soham. 

Members of the town’s 
Royal British Legion ar¬ 
ranged for a cross to be laid 
at the grave of Flying Officer 
Frederick Stephens, who 
was in the Royal Australian 
Air Force (RAAF) and flew 
Lancaster Bombers from 
Waterbeach with the 514 
Squadron during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

During his tour of duty, 
Frederick met war widow 
Eunice Whittaker, who had 
a young son called Anthony, 
and the pair soon got en¬ 
gaged. 

After the war, Frederick 
was discharged from the 
RAAF and returned to Aus-

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tralia. Eunice and Anthony 
tried to join him but for un¬ 
known reasons they were 
not allowed to travel. As a 
result, Frederick then re¬ 
turned to Cambridgeshire to 
be with them. 

On September 17, 1946, 
Frederick took up employ¬ 
ment with Scottish Airways 
and around a week later he, 
Eunice and Anthony moved 
to Paisley. 

Frederick died just 10 
days later when the Dragon 
Rapide Frederick he was fly¬ 
ing crashed near Milngavie. 
He and everyone on board 
were killed. 


Eunice arranged for Fred¬ 
erick’s body to be buried 
in Soham but, due to some 
miscommunication, the 
family thought he was bur¬ 
ied in Cambridge. 

After doing some re¬ 
search, his family eventually 
traced his grave to Soham 
cemetery and they later 
contacted Soham Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion. 

Glenn Woodbridge, a 
member of the branch, 
said: “We were very pleased 
to help the family in plac¬ 
ing the cross on Frederick’s 
grave until they can sort out 
their own memorial. 

“We had 23 people attend 
his service. A family mem¬ 
ber said Frederick was hon¬ 
oured in a way they hoped 
he would be.”

ARM sale: 
MP’s view 


T HE Chancellor of the 

Exchequer Philip Hammond 
revealed on Tuesday that he 
has received 'hard guarantees' from 
its new Japanese owners that ARM 
will keep its HQ in Cambridge. 

Speaking in Parliament, Mr 
Hammond told MPs he had spoken 
to SoftBank, the giant Japanese 
technology company that is taking 
over the world-beating Cambridge 
firm for £23.4 billion. 

South East Cambs MP Lucy Frazer 
was in the Commons to ask the 
Chancellor about the need to boost 
infrastructure in her constituency - 
including improving the A10. 

ARM Holdings, whose chips 
are used in billions of devices 
worldwide, agreed to a sale offer 
from SoftBank on Monday. 

If approved, it will be SoftBank's 
largest overseas acquisition to date, 
and the largest ever investment into 
the UK from Asia. 

Ms Frazer said: "The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Philip Hammond 


stated that after having spoken 
to SoftBank, he received some 
hard guarantees about the future 
of the company in the UK: that 
its headquarters would remain 
in Cambridge, and that SoftBank 
intends to double ARM's workforce 
within the next five years. 

"Furthermore, the Chancellor said 
that SoftBank has a clear vision of 
Cambridge as the global centre of 
developing the internet of things, 
and that ARM would play a key role 
in developing this industry. 

"SoftBank has made a huge 
investment in ARM, a fantastic local 
business which is at the forefront 
of technology and innovation. 

In particular, I welcome their 
commitment to keep headquarters 
in Cambridgeshire and double 
jobs, which is a great economic 
opportunity for the area. I am also 
glad that the Chancellor agrees 
we can only continue to attract 
investment like this if we have the 
infrastructure to support it."

Kia cee'd Sportswagon 1.0 T-CDIi ISC GT-Line| Prickwillow, Ely 


Your local and honest car

C ompact crossovers 
and SUVs might be 
all the rage at the 
moment - but there are still 
some folk for whom the 
butch styling of such vehicles 
is a big turn off. 

For those who want 
decent space and 
practicality without all the 
macho posturing, plastic 
cladding and bulging wheel 
arches the humble estate 
remains a popular choice. 

And providing an eye¬ 
catching alternative to big 
sellers such as the Ford 
Focus Estate and Vauxhall 
Astra Sports Tourer is the Kia 
cee'd Sportswagon. 

The cee'd family has been 
the driving force behind the 
South Korean car maker's 
meteoric rise from bargain- 
basement bit-part player to 
major force in the European 
car market during the last 
decade. 

Launched as a five-door 
hatchback in 2006, the 
two door pro_ee'd and SW 
estate versions followed as 
the model established itself 
as the brand's biggest seller 
across the continent. 

The second generation 


cee'd hit the road in 2012 
and has now received a 
significant mid-life makeover 
as it continues to do battle 
against stiff competition 
which, in the mid-size estate 
zone, also includes the 
impressive Skoda Octavia 
Estate and SEAT Leon ST. 

The major changes to the 
new-look Kia range come 
in the shape of the new 
1.0-litre T-GDi (eco Turbo) 
petrol power pack and GT- 
Line specification that this 
car boasted. 

The three-cylinder 
petrol engine debuts in the 
updated cee'd and sees 
Kia following the trend 
for downsizing to smaller, 
more fuel efficient units but 
adding turbochargers to 
maintain power. 

Acceleration from a 
standstill is modest, with 
the 0-60mph sprint taking 


11 seconds, but once on 
the move throttle response 
is spritely and progress 
smooth. 

You will need to reach 
for the six-speed manual 
gearbox for overtaking 
manoeuvres and the like, 
but generally the car doesn't 
feel under-powered and 
motorway cruising is relaxed 
and refined. 

The chassis is set up for 
comfort and does a good 
job of isolating passengers 
from any imperfections 
in the road surface while 
keeping the body under 
good control. 

The three-pot engine 
claims 54 miles per gallon 
and emissions of 120g/km, 
which is pretty good for a 
petrol-powered estate, but 
diesel options do better and 
are likely to prove popular 
with the business buyers 


at which this car is largely 
aimed. 

The new GT-Line trim 
targets buyers who enjoy 
the sharp styling of sportier 
cars, but prefer to avoid 
the higher fuel, tax and 
insurance costs of an 
out-and-out performance 
model. 

In the case of the cee'd 
Sportswagon that means 
buyers get some of the 
design trappings of the 
hot-hatch pro_cee'd GT 
such as a deep front bumper 
flanked by ice cube-style 
LED running lights, a 
bespoke black lower grille 
and black high-gloss mesh 
main grille while the rear 
features twin tailpipes, roof 
spoiler and GT-Line badging. 
The look is completed by 
model-specific five-double- 
spoke 17-inch alloy wheels. 

In the cabin, GT-Line 
models get black cross-stitch 
upholstery with grey inserts, 
leather steering wheel with 
contrast stitching and alloy 
pedals, while the driver and 
front passenger seats have 
power lumbar adjustment. 

The key thing about the 
cee'd Sportswagon interior 
though, is it's cleverly 
packaged space and 
practicality. 


Despite the car having 
fairly compact dimensions 
there is space inside for four 
adults with good head and 
rear legroom, five would 
even be comfortable on 
shorter journeys, while the 
boot is one of the biggest 
in class at 528 litres -1,660 
with the split rear seats 
folded down. 

All cee'd Sportswagons 
come typically well 
equipped with entry-level 
models getting aircon, 
steering wheel-mounted 
controls, front electric 
windows, a cooled 
glovebox, DAB radio, 
Bluetooth, electronic 
stability control and vehicle 
stability management, hill- 
start assist and six airbags. 

GT-Llne trim also adds 
niceties such as a seven- 
inch touchscreen interface, 
satnav, automatic lights and 
wipers, keyless entry and 
ignition, and a reversing 
camera. 

And while Kias are not as 
cheap as they used to be, 
you do get a seven-year, 

100,000-mile warranty - 
which is something no rivals 
offer and makes this well 
worth a look if you're after a 
stylish, practical alternative 
to the crossover crowd.
